Kloetzer allegedly passes fake $20 at

WILMING - 
TON/TYNGSBORO - Some 
folks never learn. Mark 
Kloetzer, a suspect in a case 
of gun theft that put a local 
high school into lockdown last 
year, has been causing more 
trouble, according to police 
reports. Counterfeit $20 bills, 
disabled ankle bracelets, and 
another alleged house break 
and gun theft bring Kloetzer 
back into the limelight, but 
this time be brought a friend 


along for the. ride, Luis 
McNeil. 

Several weeks ago 
Wilmington Police began 


investigating the passing of 
several counterfeit notes at 
the Wilmington McDonald’s 
restaurant and the 
Wilmington Plaza shopping 
center. The investigation led 
police to suspect Kloetzer and 
Luis MeNeil, both of 
‘Tewksbury. Kloetzer worked 
at McDonald's prior to his 


arrest for the gun thefts at 
the dilapidated house leased 
by former Wilmington Police 
officer Steven Larivee. 

Wilmington Police Lt. 
Christopher Neville told the 
Crier that when police went 
to investigate Kloetzer they 
learned that he removed his 
court mandated GPS ankle 
bracelet. 

“Shortly after questioning 
he fled,” said Neville. 
Kloetzer’s mother called 
police to report that he had 
taken it off. Police then 
obtained a warrant for him 
and his friend, McNeil: 

The young men were arrest- 
ed in Tyngsboro on August 20 
on a warrant for a probation 
violation and passing coun- 
terfeit notes. McNeil just had 
the single warrant for the 
passing of counterfeit notes. 

Reports indicated that the 
men were in Tyngsboro and 
police found them near

Wilmington residents walk in 21st 
Boston Marathon® Jimmy Fund Walk

WILMINGTON — On 
September’ 13, 15 Wilmington 
residents will walk up to 26.2 
miles along the historic route 
of the Boston Marathon® in 
the 2ist annual Boston 
Marathon Jimmy Fund Walk. 
They join more than 8,000 
walkers participating with 
the collective goal of raising 
over $6 million for lifesaving 
cancer researtt'and care for 
adult and pediatric cancer 
patients at Dana-Farber 
Cancer Institute through its 
Jimmy Fund. 

Debra Cremens and Joanne 
Silva are among walkers from 
Wilmington, walking to make 
a difference. 

Cremens, 47, is a cancer 
patient herself. Three years 
ago she was diagnosed with a 
rare carcinoid, a gastro- 
intestinal neuro-endocrine 
cancer. At the time of her 
diagnosis one in 500,000 were 
diagnosed in the U.S. It was 
so rare in fact that the 
National Institutes of Health 
did not even recognize the 
form of cancer, and thus, no 
government dollars went to 
research. A member of the 
Caring for Carcinoid 
Foundation, the private orga- 
nization raises private 
monies to fund research. Just 
last year the NIH finally rec- 
ognized it, but while some 


new government dollars are 
going to battle the disease, 
it’s not enough. Cremens 
began walking three .years 
ago, doing the 13-mile 
Wellesley to Boston leg of the 
route. 

Her advice to first timers? 
“Just enjoy the day. As sad as 
it is at moments, its just so 
uplifting, everybody is there 
for the same common goal. 
You have a smile on your face 
all the time. Just take your 
time, stop at rest areas, 
hydrate yourself, make 
friends, and have fun.” 

Presented by Hyundai 
Motor America and its more 
than 600 U.S. dealers, the 
Boston Marathon Jimmy 
Fund Walk gives participants 
the unique opportunity to 
walk along the ~ Boston 
Marathon’s historic route. It

A look back at Wilmington of yesteryear... 


The Plaza - 50 Years Ago

WILMINGTON - In the 
world of retail, new sells bet- 
ter than old. And so, on its 
50th anniversary, Wilmington 
Plaza has been flattened, 
revealing a new shopping 
center that had been built 
behind the original stores. 
The last section of old stores 
will come down soon. 

The original Demoulas 
supermarket at Wilmington 
Plaza held a bit of signifi- 
cance for the supermarket 
chain. The Wilmington store 
was the company’s first ven- 
ture outside of its native 
Lowell. In the company’s list 
of stores, it is number three. © 
Wilmington Plaza was the 
town’s first planned shopping 
center. 

A large crowd was on hand 
for the 10 am. opening, 50 
years ago, on 
When the sta 


took 15 minutes for the line to 
go through the door. The new 
store had 250 shopping carts. 
Ten minutes after the store 
opened, a truck was headed 
for Lowell to bring more 
carts. Meanwhile, as soon as 
a cart passed a cash register, 
a worker would take it to 
another customer. 

Dozens of high school stu- 
dents were hired, changing 
the labor market in the grow- 
ing town. Many of the boys 
could be seen walking around 
town with a clip-on-tie hang- 
ing out of their back pocket 
either on their way to or from 
a shift at DeMoulas — or they 
just plain forgot the tie was in 
their pocket, said one local 


resident whose brother 
worked there. 
The DeMoulas grocery busi- 


ness began in Lowell in 1917. 
Arthur Demoulas and his 


They specialized in lamb, 


slaughtered in a garage 
behind the store. 
Interestingly, the family 


spells its name with a small 
‘m, but they used a capital M 
in the store name. 

The business remained rela- 
tively small until the 1950’s. 
Arthur Demoulas’ sons 
Telemachus (Mike) and 
George started the expansion 
with a new store in Lowell, 
then a second. 

They then bought land on 
Main Street in Wilmington 
from Dr. Ernest MacDougall, 
one of three doctors in town. 
He owned land on both sides 
of Main Street. The other par- 
cel became the site of 
Wilmington Ford - now the 
Wilmington Crossing shop- 
ping center. 

The DeMoulas store became 
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the anchor for Wilmington 
Plaza, owned by the 
Demoulas family: The first 


Cleaners later 
Anton’s. 

Scotty’s Donut Shop, owned 
by Scotty Laganos, became a 


The Senior Citizens’ Drop-in 
Center first opened at the 
Plaza, next to the Clipper 
Barber Shop. Later, it was 
Moved to the other end of the 
Plaza, before eventually mov- 
ing to its current home at the 
old Buzzell School. 

At the left end of the line 
was a large Grant’s store, 
part of the legendary W.T. 


In August 1964, Robert Hall opened a clothing 


Wilmington Plaza Pharmacy. 
Grant chain. When that chain 
went out of business in the 
mid-1970’s, the store 
remained empty for a couple 
of years. Eventually, 
DeMoulas moved the super- 
market into that space - a sig- 
nificant expansion. The new 
store was called Market 
Basket. 

In the 50 years since the 
Plaza opened, the company 
has grown. It now has 59 
stores and is ranked by 
Forbes as the 175th largest 
privately held company in the 
United States. 

Work is continuing on the 
new Plaza, said David 
McLean, operations manager. 

"I can hardly wait for the 
last section to come down,” 
he said, calling the project 
“such a plus for the whole 
area.” 

A grand opening will be held 
in the near future.

“It was amazing; a very 
professional production,” 
said Peter. The production 
company, Pie Town 
Productions, captured over 
thirty hours of footage over 
three days of filming. 

The day of the contest 
totaled 18 hours of filming, 
says Peter. The crew also 
spent eight hours at 
Focaccia’s restaurant in 
Wilmington and another 
eight at a hotel capturing all 
the background details of the 
culinary lives of the broth- 


ers. 
The DePesa’s were chosen 
for their larger than life per- 
sonalities, which translated 
well to the small screen. 
Tryouts last year for the 
show brought out every pizza 
and sub shop proprietor as 
well as~-Boston’s biggest 
names in cuisine.

Penne, Broccoli and 
Cheese Gratin 


For the casserole: 

8 ounces uncooked penne 
pasta 

2 cups frozen 100% broccoli 
florets 

1 tablespoon butter 

1 tablespoon all purpose 
flour 

% teaspoon salt 

1% cups half and half 

1 cup shredded or diced 
Havarti cheese 

1 cup shredded or diced 
Colby cheese 

% cup shredded fresh 
Parmesan cheese 

For the topping: 

1 tablespoon butter, melted 

3 tablespoons seasoned 
bread crumbs 

Preheat oven to 350F. Cook 
penne to al dente as directed 
on package, adding broccoli 
during the last three minutes 
of cooking time. Drain. 
Meanwhile, melt 1 table- 
spoon butter in large 
saucepan over medium heat. 


Bird and Blooms 


I decided to do a late-sum- 
mer article. I want to begin 
with what was a mystery 
plant, and it remained a mys- 
tery for several weeks. 

I bought a plant last sum- 
mer, which came with a tag 
identifying it as a red cone- 
flower, and planted it out 
front. The plant didn’t grow 
at all last year, except for the 
leaves, which stayed close to 
the ground. It had heavy 
elongated leaves, didn’t look 
like any coneflower that I had 
ever seen. Over the winter, 
whenever the snow cover 
melted, I could see the plant, 
still with it’s green leaves, I 
think we all know that cone- 
flower leaves die back after 
frost. This spring, this plant 
started to grow and grow and 
grow. It obviously was not 
any kind of coneflower. The 
plant put up about ten heavy 
stems, some over four feet, 
with leaves about two inches 
long on the stems. 

Then around the first part 
of July buds started to form, 
down a foot from the top of 
each stem. Within a day or 
two the lowest buds started to 
bloom during the night. 
Each morning, until the mid- 
dle of August. there would be 
up to seventy two-inch, five- 
petal flowers. These flowers 
would start to wilt after a few 
hours and by the end of day 
most had fallen. 

The next night it would 
repeat the blooming, with the 
flowers falling off the next 
day. 

The week of August 17th, 
the plant was down to two or 
three flowers per night. I had 
never seen this type of plant 
before and I couldn’t remem- 
ber where I had bought it - 
must have been a catalog 
order, which is not uncom- 
mon for me. 

Several people have taken 
pictures of the plant and 


Yellow Moon was eliminated, 
because it grew too low to the 
ground and the flower was 
different. Finally a friend e- 
mailed me a picture of the 
taller Yellow Moon Flower a 
few weeks ago, and that is the 
flower that I have. There 
must have been a mix up at a 
mail order facility. 1 still 
can’t confirm how I got it. I 
couldn’t find any information 
after Googling it, except the 
picture and name. I do know 
it is a perennial, or how it is 
propagated. Right now there 
appears to be a seed where 
each flower had been. 

If anyone has any informa- 
tion on this plant, I would 
appreciate it if you could e- 
mail that information to me 
(e-mail address at end of arti- 
cle). 

Well so much for that. Onto 
another backyard issue for 
some - goldfish ponds. I have 
had a pond for many years, 
and have always had the 
comets and other fancy fish. 
A few years back, when I 
went out feed the fish, I 
noticed several missing. The 
next day more were gone, 
then none were left. Not long 
after, I saw great blue heron 
on the roof of my house, It 
flew down to the pond, but I 
scared it away. 

The following year I 
restocked the pond with more 
nice fish. During the sum- 
mer, they all disappeared 
again. After the second time, 
I bought gold feeder fish. I 
figured that if the heron was 
going to eat them, I wasn’t 
going to supply the bird with 
good fish. 

The heron was still around 
off and on. A few years later 
my wife was at a craft fair 
and a man was selling bird 
decoys made out of pve pipe. 
He had a great blue heron 
decoy for sale, and my wife 
bought it. 

I set it up next to my pond. 
It was an appropriate loca- 
tion and looked nice. I didn’t 
notice for awhile that I hadn’t 
seen the heron around. What 
I didn’t know was that herons 


{were territorial when it came 
to hunting for fish or frogs. 
They nest together in rook- 
eries but, don’t hunt together. 
If you have a gold fish pond 
and have a problem with 
herons, Google great blue 
herons decoys and you will 
find many decoys, prices 
range from about $20 up to 
whatever you want to spend, 
plus shipping and handling. 
You could also drape a net 
over your pond too. 

I hope everyone’s garden 
did well this summer. It was 
challenging, too much rain 
and cool weather to start, and 
now we have the dog days of 
August. 

Some of the plants and the 
grass did very well with all 
the rain, but now the grass is 
turning brown unless you 
have an irrigation system. I 
have given up on being a 
slave to my lawn, after more 
than forty years following the 
advice of the elderly Italian 
gentleman who lived across 
Butters Row from me when I 
moved here. 

Amerigo would always say 
when the summer heat of 
July and August came the 
grass would turn brown, you 
wouldn't have to cut it and in 
the fall when the rains come 
back the grass turns green 
again. Also fifteen or more 
years ago, a state agency sent 
out a brochure titled “Don’t 
trash your grass,” get a 
mulching mower, cut your 
grass at the proper height, 
the clippings would sink into 
the lawn, create mulch, 
which feed your lawn and you 
don't have to bag and cart 
away the clippings. At that 
same time I had wild violets 


I 
now have what I think is a

Put a large empty mixing 
bowl in the freezer to cool 
down (do not use plastic 
bowl), so that your whipping 
cream will mound faster and 
easier.

really nice. 

One day when the violets 
were at their peak, the late 
Bob Engel (Bob had a land- 
scape supply business on 
Andover St for many years) 
stopped by and asked me 
about the violets. I told him I 
had been trying to get rid of 
them for years (I found out, 
after spending one thousand 
dollars on pesticides, that you 
can't kill wild violets - you get 
rid of them by digging up 
your lawn and using new 
loam and seed). Bob said 
don’t do that, he then asked 
me if I had red violets. I had- 
n't. Bob then asked me if I 
wanted any. I said yes, and 
the next day when I got up in 
the morning, there was a box 
of red violets on- my 
doorsteps. He didn’t say so 
but, I figure he must have 
been thinking that the addi- 
tion of red to the existing blue 
and white would create a 
patriotic front yard when 
they bloomed. The red are 
starting to spread. We'll see. 

The last item to write of is, 
of course, birds. 

I have for many years seen 
a very small bird, mostly in 
open grassy areas, at my 
place in NH, locally at 
Wildwood, and at Wyoming 
cemetery. I could never get 
near these birds. Any move- 
ment would send them flying 
further away. When on the 
ground, they would be mostly 
hidden by the grass, whose 
seeds they were eating. 

Finally this year, I was sit- 
ting in my car in Melrose and 
one of these birds landed on 
the ground next to my car. 
With the proper sunlight, I 
could see this tiny bird, which 
had a small rust cap, and 
looked like some kind of spar- 
row. When I looked up spar- 
rows in Petersons Bird guide, 
it was a field sparrow. 

Petersons also has a section 
describing where birds spend 
most of their time during the 
seasons. The field Sparrow 
breeds in our area, north, and 
out through the great lakes. 
They are year round resi- 


dents of southern New 
England down to southern 
states and winter in Florida 
and Gulf states, 

The other bird I want to 
write about is not a rare bird, 
but is a very unusual find. At 
Cilla and Brian Anderson's 
house on Magazine St., Cilla 
e-mailed me regarding a bird 
at her sunflower feeder. She 
thought it acted like a 
nuthatch, but described it as 
brown with a white stripe 
over its eye. . 

Again I went to Petersons, 
looked up nuthatch and found 
on the same page a brown 
creeper, which has a white 
stripe over it’s eye. Cilla said 
no, she knew what a brown 
creeper looked like, Cilla then 
took a picture of the bird and 
sent it to me. It looked like a 
nuthatch, but it was more 
mottled brown and white. I 
sent the picture to Mass 
Audubon and they identified 
it as a white breasted

juice and stir Add mango 
pieces and cook until almost 
all melted.

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Thomas J. Berube 


Newspaper Reporter, Tewksbury Town Auditor, World War II Pilot 


TEWKSBURY - Thomas J. 
Berube, age 88, a longtime 
Tewksbury town auditor and 
Boston Herald editor died 
Wednesday August 19, 2009. 

He was the beloved husband 
of Theresa G. (Mackey) 
Berube, with whom he cele- 
brated their 62nd wedding 
anniversary on September 20, 
2008. 

Mr. Berube was a former 
assistant managing editor 
and news reporter at the 
Boston Herald before his 
retirement in 1988. His 
newspaper career began as a 
copy boy in 1938 and spanned 
50 years at the Boston Record 
American, Herald American 
and Boston Herald. He 
became a court house 
reporter in 1945 in Cambridge 
and over the next three 
decades covered many well 
known news events including 
the Great Brinks Robbery, 
Boston Strangler and the 
Kennedy Chappaquiddick’ 
incident.

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Budget cuts threaten respite care 


Caregivers and parents of 
the developmentally disabled 
challenged to find quality 
respite care amid cuts and 
closures. 

With school out of session 
and warmer weather on the 
horizon, thoughts turn to 
planning summer vacations 
and weekends away. For par- 
ents and caregivers of the 
developmentally disabled, 
recent budget cuts Governor 
Patrick has made to the 
Department of 
Developmental Services has 
left finding quality, affordable 
respite care eyen more diffi- 
cult. It is estimated that 9,000 
families will lose Family 
Support and Respite services 
if the proposed cuts take 
effect. “It has been very dif- 
ficult to find quality respite 
care for my daughter,” relates 
Janet Scanlan of Tewksbury 
about her adult daughter 
Ashley, “I don’t want her to 
be in an institutional environ- 
ment.” 

Compounding the problem 
is the recent closure of the 
Woodland Inn in Lowell. 
Lifelinks, a private, non-prof- 
it. company, closed this 
respite facility, which served 
individuals in Northeastern 
Massachusetts and Southern 
New Hampshire, due to a 


management decision. 
Finding respite care in an 
environment of financial 


restrictions, facility closures 
and limited area family sup- 
port is a big challenge. 
Receiving that break from 
the demands of caring for 
individuals with disabilities is 
vital to caregivers and par- 
ents, so says Mary Kate Small 
of Creative Living, Inc., a pri- 
vate, non-profit organization 
in Andover, MA, which pro- 
vides GetAway Weekend 
respite care and services to 
the developmentally disabled.

While respite services pro- 
vide a break for parents and 
caregivers, for the guest 
attending it provides some- 
thing equally vital- communi- 
ty, connections, and a broader 
social network for a group 
that can feel isolated. 
“Ashley has found a place 
where she can be herself and 
feel like she fits in,” says 
Janet Scanlan, “the socializa- 
tion during the GetAway 
Weekends has built up’ her 
self-esteem and confidence.” 

Guests also receive impor- 
tant, lasting results of week- 
ends away including learning 
independent living skills in a 
safe, supportive, and nurtur- 
ing environment. The ability 
to practice these skills builds 
independence and confidence. 
“The tremendous indepen- 
dence motivates her more at 
home to practice these new 
skills and she returns a new 
young lady inspired to learn 
the daily living practices to 
be able to one day live her 
dream—to be in a group 
home with her friends, inde- 


pendent of her parents,” says 
Christina Rago Brown of 
Lincoln, whose daughter 
Francesca attends GetAway 
Weekends at Creative Living. 
“Being able to launch from 
home and be independent in a 
safe environment is so impor- 
tant,” echoes Charlotte 
Rodgers of Bedford about her 
daughter Beth’s experience. 

Finding a comfort level with 
a facility can take time, 
relates Charlotte Rodgers, for 
both the caregiver and the 
disabled individual. “It took 
time for Beth to get comfort- 
able. Now she has a group of 
friends and comes home with 
so much confidence. It is a 
growth experience every time 
she attends weekends.” This 
level of comfort is worth trav- 
eling a distance for, relates 
Mary Kate Small of Creative 
Living. “Guests come from 
neighboring towns, the 
greater Boston Area, and 
Southern New Hampshire 
because their parents know 
we treat their adult children 
as if they were our own.” 

In this uncertain economic 
climate, individuals with 
developmental disabilities 
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and their parents and care- 
givers live with the constant 
threat of state budget cuts. 
Charlotte Rodgers is “cau- 
tiously optimistic” that the 
state will restore some ser- 
vices, especially those that 
broaden her daughter's social 
network and foster indepen- 
dence and self confidence. 
“All those adjunct services, 
things like respite care and 
recreational programs, once 
those are taken away, their 
(the developmentally dis- 
abled) world narrows.”

Natick, MA — Experts esti- 
mate that billions of dollars 
have been lost as the result of 
fake check scams. Scams 
involving fake checks come in 
many different forms and can 
be very hard to identify as the

Scams involving fake checks 
typically require the victim to 
deposit a check into their 
bank account then wire 
money back to the scammers. 
While the check may initially 
be deposited into the victim's 
bank account—leading to a 
false sense of security—the 
fake check will ultimately be 
discovered within a couple 
weeks and the bank will take 
the funds out of the account. 
The victim of the scam is out 
whatever money they sent to 
the scammers and will be 
responsible for paying the 
bank back if their account is

thousand dollars. The victim 
is often told this is to cover 
taxes or administrative fees. 
In June, a Nebraska woman 
lost $58,000 after being told 
she’d won $11 million in the 
Jamaica Lottery. 

Mystery Shopping Scam 

The victim believes that 
they are going to earn a few 
hundred dollars by working 
for a company that provides 
mystery—or  secret—shop- 
ping evaluations for business- 
es. The victim receives a let- 
ter in the mail along with 
evaluation forms, a check and 
detailed instructions. The vic- 
tim is to deposit the check 
into their bank account, and 
then use the money to pur- 
chase items from specified 
stores and evaluate the cus- 
tomer service the rest of the 
money is theirs to keep for 
the work they did. Included in 
the list of stores to evaluate is 


check arrives the amount is 
higher than the price of the 
item. The victim is told that it 
was a mistake and is some- 
times asked to wire the extra 
back or that the extra cost is 
for the victim to wire pay- 
ment to a shipping company , 
that the scammer has cho- 
sen—of course the supposed 
shipping company is actually 
the scammers. 

Fake check scams aren't 
limited to the schemes 
already mentioned and BBB 
offers the following red flags 
to look out for: 

You’re told you won a lottery 
or received a grant you didn’t 
apply for.

You're given instructions to 
deposit a check into your 
account and promptly wire 
part of those funds back to 
the sender or to another spec- 
ified company or contact.

2009 ACT Test 


Iowa City, [A — Registration 
is now open for the October 
24, 2009 ACT achievement 
test. Students who wish to 
take the college admission 
and placement exam must 
register before September 18, 
2009. 

The ACT is a curriculum- 
based achievement exam. It 
tests what students have actu- 
ally learned in school, not 
their aptitude for learning. 
The ACT also measures what 
students need to know to be 
ready for entry-level college- 
credit courses based on ACT 
College Readiness 
Standards™, Every student’s 
results can be tied directly to 
these consistent standards, 
The ACT has four sections 

English, mathematics, 
reading and science — and 
takes about three hours to 
complete. Students who take 
the ACT Plus Writing com- 
plete an optional writing test 
that requires an additional 30 
minutes. Unlike other exams, 
students are not penalized for 
guessing or answering all the 
questions on each test sec- 
tion, In fact, it is beneficial 
for test takers to answer all 
questions within the time 
allowed. 

During registration, stu- 
dents may select up to four’ 


universities to receive their 
score reports. ACT scores are 
accepted by all four-year col- 
leges and universities across 
the United States. ACT 
reports scores only when 
requested to do so by the stu- 
dent. Additional score reports 
are available for a small fee. 

All students complete a 
detailed inventory of ques- 
tions during ACT registration. 
Each test taker receives an 
ACT score report that 
includes a wide variety of 
information to assist with 
high school course selection, 
college readiness, career

The cost for the ACT test 
without writing is $32. When 
combined with the optional 
ACT Writing Test, the total 
cost is $47.

Durable goods orders 


increase by most in 2 years 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Orders for durable goods 
rose last month by the 
largest amount in two 
years, as the U.S. manu- 
facturing sector re- 
bounded from the depths 
of the recession. 

The Commerce Depart- 
ment said Wednesday 
that orders for goods ex- 
pected to last at least 
three years increased 4.9 
percent in July, the third 
rise in the past four 
months. Analysts ex- 
pected a 3 percent in- 
crease. Orders for June 
were revised up to a 1.3 
percent drop, from a 2.2 
percent decline. 

The better-than- 
expected durable goods 
data followed positive 
readings Tuesday about 
consumer sentiment and 
home prices. A report on 
new homes sales due out 
later Wednesday morn- 
ing may provide‘ more 
good news if it shows a 
fourth straight increase 
in July as expected. 

Orders for transporta- 
tion equipment, which 
rose 18.4 percent, drove 
the overall increase in 
durable goods. Commer- 


cial aircraft orders, a 
volatile category, more 
than doubled after 
falling 30 percent in 
June. Motor vehicle or- 
ders increased 0.9 per- 
cent 

Excluding transporta- 
tion goods, orders rose 
0.8 percent. That was the 
third straight increase, 
but just below analysts’ 
expectations of a 0.9 per- 
cent rise. 

Orders for non-defense 
capital goods excluding 
aircraft, a key measure 
of business investment, 
dropped 0.3 percent. 
Some economists ex- 
pected that category to 
fall after rising in May 
and-June. 

Economists at Bar- 
clays Capital said before 
the report that orders 
for Boeing Co. aircraft 
rose in July to their 
highest level since last 
August 

Auto production im- 
proved last month as 
General Motors and 
Chrysler reopened many 
plants that were shut in 
May and June while the 
companies restructured 
and emerged from bank-

ruptcy protection. The 
industry also benefited 
from the government's 
Cash for Clunkers pro- 
gram, which spurred 
thousands of people to 
trade in older vehicles 
for new cars. 

Ford Motor Co. earlier 
this month said its sales 
rose 2.4 percent in July 
from the same month 
last year, its first year- 
over-year increase since 
November 2007. Chrysler 
Group LLC posted a 
smaller year-over-year 
sales drop compared 
with recent months, 
helped by clunkers deals. 
GM's sales fell 19.4 per- 
cent, a slower pace than 
earlier this year. 

Tuesday's consumer 
and housing reports, 
along with President 
Barack Obama's reap- 
pointment of Ben 
Bernanke as Federal Re- 
serve chief, sent the fi- 
nancial markets 
modestly higher. But 
economists warned that 
consumer confidence re- 
mains far below levels 
with a 
healthy economy and 
might not lead to the in-

friend of Silva’s daughter, 
struggling with kind of brain 
tumor known as PLGA or 
Pediatric low grade astrocy- 
toma.

LIVE EEL TANK 
DEBUTS AT PARKER 

The Parker River National 
Wildlife Refuge is now dis- 
playing a live eel tank as part 
of its exhibits. This tank is 
located in the Visitor Center, 6 
Plum Island Turnpike in 
Newburyport and is viewable 
while the visitor center is 
open from 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

The American Eel is a 
slimy, fascinating fish ‘that 
lives an interesting life cycle. 
These eels begin their life 
thousands of miles away in the 
Saragasso Sea, which is in the 
North Atlantic between the 
West Indies and the Azores. 

After hatching, the eel 
eggs float to the ocean surface 
and hatch into small, trans- 
parent larvae shaped like wil- 
low leaves. These larvae drift 
with the Gulf Stream and 
other currents, taking about a 
year to reach the Atlantic 
coast. 


These carnivorous crea- 
tures feed on fish, fish eggs, 
crabs, worms, clams, as well 
as dead animals, They can 
absorb oxygen through their 
gills as well as their skin. This 
gives them ability to travel 
short distances on land. 

The Parker River National 
Wildlife Refuge, administered 
by the US Fish and Wildlife 
Service, was established in 
1942 to provide habitat for: 
and protect migratory birds 
and other wildlife species. 
Today the refuge protects 
fragile coastal habitat for over 
350 bird species, as well as 
several plants, mammals, fish, 
insects, reptiles and amphib- 
ians.

Making the choice 
for childcare 


If this economy is helping 
to solidify anything, it could 
very well be reinforcing the 
need for two working adults 
in a household to help make 
ends meet. If those adults are 
parents to young children, the 
time may come when they 
must consider childeare 
options. 


Many employees offer 
maternity leave or family 
medical leave for up to 12 
weeks, After the 3 months are 
up, parents will have to 
decide how to accommodate 
their childcare needs. Options 
include hiring a private 
nanny, who may or may not 
_ be live-in; asking a relative or 
friend for help; or looking into 
a childcare center. 

The option many people 
choose is to sign their child 
up in a childcare center. 
Schools and centers may 
offer care from birth through 
kindergarten age. Early 
morning and evening hours 
are common, ensuring care 
can be provided at a conven- 
ience to parents who have to 
work. 


Because the center and its 
personnel will be in charge of 
overseeing your child's 
health, welfare, feeding, com- 
fort, and perhaps even the 
child's education, it is very 
important to choose a place 
you feel you can trust. 
Additionally, childeare is a 
large financial investment 
On average, care costs for 
babies and toddlers in the 
United States equal $8,150 per 
year, per child ($679 a 
month), according to data 
from the National Association 
of Child Care Resource & 
Referral Agencies (NACCR- 
RA). Depending upon region, 
the range is anywhere from 
$4,388 to $14,647 a year ($366 
to $1,221 monthly). You will 
have to do your research to 
find a place that fits your 
budget and other require- 
ments. 


According to the National 


Association for the Education. 


of Young Children, children 
enrolled in programs that 


properly stimulate and nur- 
ture a young child's mind will 
be more adequately prepared 
by the time they start school. 
So apart from the conven- 
ience factor of a childcare 
center, parents can rest 
assured they're also laying 
the building blocks for a 
strong career as a student. 

For those investigating 
childcare centers and 
preschools, consider these 
tips before making your deci- 
sion. 


1, Start early. Some 
schools and centers are in 
very high demand, especially 
those with an established, 
solid reputation. Many presti- 
gious schools have waiting 
lists. For new parents, look 
for care well in advance of 
the deadline to return to 
work, This way you have 
ample time to visit and con- 
sider several centers and 
won't feel rushed into a deci- 
sion because of a time 
crunch ~ 


2. Place calls to centers in 
your area. A lot can be deter- 
mined by how promptly and 
in what manner your call is 
answered. Ask to speak to the 
school administrator to learn 
a little more about the cen- 
ter's programs and policies. 
Find out about setting up tour 
appointments. Visit only the 
centers that made a strong 
first impression. 

3. Ask for recommenda- 
tions from friends and fami- 
ly.Parents who have children 
enrolled in certain programs 
may be able to point you in 
the right direction or tell you, 
from their experience, what 
places to avoid. 


4. Visit your narrowed- 
down list without your 
child.Without the distraction 
of your child, you can proper- 
ly take in the school/center's 
environment. Consider -these 
questions: 

* Does the place smell and 
look clean? 


* Are the rooms well-lit? 

* Do the teachers or care- 
givers seem friendly and in 
control?

* Is the center licensed? 

* Are the bathrooms sani- 
tary? 

* Are the ratios of children 
to staff agreeable? 

* Do the children seem 
content and relaxed? 

* Does the care correlate 
with your values? 

* Is the center safe? What 
is done to safeguard your 
child? 

* Are the toys cleaned reg. 
ularly? 

* What are the attendance 
policies on sick children? 


These are just some pre 
liminary questions to ask and 
consider. You can compile a 
more complete list to narrow 
down your choices further. 


5. Visit your top choices 
with your child, if he or she is 
old enough to provide input 
Witness your child's reaction 
to the surroundings and view 
how staff interacts with him 
or her. See if you can have a 
"test day" to see how things 
go. Anticipate that it may 
take a few weeks for your 
child to seem comfortable in 
the new surroundings and 
cope with separation issues. 


6. Show up at the center at 
a time when parents are drop- 
ping off or picking up their 
children. Ask the parents 
what they think of the school 
and any concerns. This will 
provide a more unbiased 
assessment than asking the 
school for a referral list 


7. Meet with the teacher or 
staff member who will be car- 
ing for your child. Talk specif 
ically about your wants and 
fears and develop a relation: 
ship with this person for the 
best childcare possible

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Preparation is key to SAT success 


For high school students 
preparing for college, the SAT 
is undoubtedly the most 
important test they will take. 

“America's colleges 
regard the test as the most 
researched and respected test 
in the admissions process. All 
college-bound students should 
take the SAT because it 
increases your chances of get- 
ting into, and could even help 
you gain acceptance into col- 
leges you previously would 
not have considered or quali- 
fied for," said Jim Montoya, 
Vice President of Higher 
Education Assessments at the 
College Board, a not-for-prof- 
it association that adminis- 
ters the test. "It opens the 
door to more options and 
opportunities.” 

With a seemingly endless 
array of test preparation 
information available, stu- 
dents can feel bombarded 
with options. But preparation 
doesn't have to be a hassle. 

Montoya says students 
should prepare for the test as 
early as possible and take the 
preliminary SAT, known as 
the PSAT/NMSQT, during 
their sophomore or junior 


year. Students should also 
familiarize themselves with 
the test by taking practice 
tests. The College Board SAT 
Readiness Program offers 
free or low-cost materials to 
students preparing for the 
exam, including actual test 
questions from previous 


years. The program even , 


offers a free SAT question 
each day for practice. 

"I practiced on all the old 
official SATS, so when test day 
came, I was so comfortable, it 
was like second-nature to 
me," said Darlene 
Roygulchareon, a high school 
senior who was accepted to 
her first choice, The 
University of Maryland. 

The College Board SAT 
Readiness program provides 
test-taking suggestions like 
answering easier questions 
first and not rushing to 
answer every question. Since 
wrong answers in the multi- 
ple choice sections lower your 
score, a better strategy is to 
omit questions that you don't 
know the answer to. 

Being mentally ready for 
the test is also important. A 
good night's sleep, knowing 


the best route to the test cen- 
ter and having all your mate- 
rials ready the day before can 
make test day run smoothly. 

While the SAT is important, 
students need to keep the test 
in perspective, which is what 
colleges do. 

"Colleges look at your over- 
all record - high school 
grades, extracurricular activi- 
ties, teacher recommenda- 
tions, essays and other mate- 
rials you submit in the appli- 
cation process, so don't put 
too much undue pressure on 
yourself with the SAT," 
Montoya said.

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Making time tables less troublesome

done correctly, the string will 
cover the lines on the back, 
for instant self-correction.

vention, many people with 
learning disabilities have 
gone on to realize their full 
potential. 

Of course, the first step in 
overcoming a learning dis- 
ability is recognizing its pres- 
ence. Certain learning dis- 
abilities, such as dyslexia, are 
widely known to parents and 
educators alike and can be 
easier to detect. However, oth- 
ers, such as Central Auditory 
Processing Disorders 
(CAPD), can prove to be 
more of a mystery. 

Often part of another 
learning disability, CAPD is a 
physical hearing impairment, 
one that affects a person's 
ability to separate a spoken 
message from background 
information. In certain 
instances, a person with 
CAPD might be asked one 
question but answer another. 

Such confusion can make 
communication, be it with 
teachers or fellow students, 
very difficult, and negatively 
influence a student's educa- 
tion. That places a greater 
responsibility on the parents 
and educators to recognize 
possible symptoms of CAPD. 
Those symptoms can include: 

* processing thoughts and 
ideas slowly and difficulty 
explaining them 

* confused by figurative 
language, such as similes and 
metaphors, or misunder- 
standing puns and jokes 
because words are taken too 
literally 

* misspelling or mispro- 
nouncing similar sounding 
words, or confusing like- 
sounding words, such as cel- 
ery/salary, belt/built, etc. 

* easily and frequently dis- 
tracted by background noises 

* difficulty focusing or 
remembering presentations 
or lectures 

It's important for parents, 
teachers and, perhaps most 
importantly, students to rec- 
ognize that people with diag- 
nosed learning disabilities 
often excel in the classroom 
with a few adjustments. For 
people with CAPD, parents

and educators are integral in 
ensuring they make the most 
of their talents and intellect. 

* Show rather than 
explain: Because students 
with a CAPD can experience 
difficulty processing lan- 
guage, it is often easier for 
them to grasp a concept if 
they see it unfold rather than 
have that concept simply 
explained to them. 

* Reduce directions: The 
longer a spoken direction is, 
the miore likely a student with 
CAPD is to have those direc- 
tions drowned out by back- 
ground noises. Keep direc- 
tions short, or space them out 
to lessen the amount the stu- 
dent has to process all at 
once. In addition, consider 
rewording directions that 
couli potentially prove con- 
fusing, 

* Allow more time‘for a 
response: A student with 
CAPD might take longer to 
process a question and deci- 
pher what was asked. Allow 
such students more time to 
give their response. 

* Use supplementary 
materials; Educators can use 
things such as handouts to 
supplement a lecture that a 
student with CAPD might 
have trouble focusing on or 
remembering. 

* Vary pitch and tone of 
voice: Place a greater empha- 
sis on key words in an effort 
to aid a student's memory of 
important points. 

Learning disabilities are a 
part of many students’ lives. 
However, as students across 
the nation continue to prove 
each day, with proper support 
and intervention learning dis- 
abilities can be overcome.

Whether it's the beginning of the school year or well into the 
semester, sometimes helping a child succeed academically 
means understanding how he or she learns best. 

Experts say children's individual learning styles are linked 
to one or more of their senses and can generally be classified 
in one of four categories: visual, auditory, kinesthetic or tactile. 
Knowing the group in which your child falls can help him or her 
overcome scholastic obstacles and, in many cases, move to the 
head of the class. 

"Successful learning happens when we make a connection 
between what we are attempting to learn and our personal 
strengths," says Dr. Mary Mokris, an education specialist for 
Kumon Math and Reading Centers. "When the connection is 
made, learning is easy. When it isn't, difficulty follows." She 
offers these tips for identifying your child's learning style: 

Seeing Is Believing 2 

Visual learners learn best when "shown" how to do some- 
thing. They thrive on written directions. If your child is a visu- 
‘al learner, it could be best for him or her to write and rewrite 
a spelling list he or she is studying to see the letters come 
together on the page. 

All Ears 

Auditory learners retain more information from what they 
hear than read. Auditory learners can make an audio recording 
of themselves spelling out words on a spelling list so they can 
replay them and spell along with the tape. ¥ 

Move On 

Kinesthetic learners express themselves through movement 
and often have trouble sitting still. To learn a spelling list, a 
kinesthetic learner can use his or her body to form the letters, 
can put the words on objects or can recite the spelling of words 
while jumping rope. 

Feeling Smart 

Tactile learners need to feel and manipulate objects with 
hands-on experience in order to learn best. They can use mag- 
netic letters to spell out spelling words on the refrigerator or 
form the letters in clay or sand. 

“If you know your child's strongest learning style, share this 
information with the teacher," says Dr. Mokris. "That can help 
them adapt certain lessons appropriately.” 

For instance, at Kumon Math and Reading Centers, instruc- 
tors offer an oral reading component to the reading program 
and math manipulatives such as the number board in the math

Parent Transportation Information and Reminders 


1, Bus Drivers will maintain 
their posted schedule as accurate- 
ly as possible. Students should be 
at their bus stop ten (10) minutes 
prior to scheduled pick up time. 
Drivers will not wait for tardy 
students. If your child misses the 
bus you must transport him/her 
to school. Unexpected traffic, 
road detours, road closures and 
weather may impact the arrival 
times at bus stops. 

2. It is the parent’s responsibili- 
ty to get their child to a bus stop. 

3. A bus can not stop at each 
house that it travels by. Due to the 
extensive number of children 


WPS provides transportation for 


and time coristraints, this is not 
possible. All stops are designed 
and approved as safe stops and 
fall well within the school com- 
mittee policy guidelines. 

4. It is the normal practice that 
all students are assigned to only 
one bus in the a.m. and p.m. 
whenever possible. 

Students must get on and off 
their designated bus everyday, 
unless their route has been 
designed differently. 

5. Only authorized bus riders 
shall be permitted to ride a school 
bus to and from school 
Permission must be obtained 


from the building principal 
and/or the transportation coordi- 
nator before a rider may ride a 
different bus. Requests for a bus 
change must be submitted in 
writing and will be considered 
only in case of unforeseen child 
care or family emergency situa- 
tions. 

6. Parents are not permitted on 
the school bus at any time. 

7. All students are to use their 
assigned bus stops only. Do not 
ask the bus driver to stop at 
places other than the designated 
stop. Any concerns or requests 
must be directed to the 
Transportation Coordinator, not 
to the driver. 

8. Your child must be at their 
stop when the bus arrives. It is 
unsafe to “chase” the bus or try 
and catch the bus at another stop. 
If your child misses the bus, it is 
the parent's responsibility to take 
your child to school 

9. Kindergarten students - All 
Kindergarten students must be 
met at the bus stop. If someone is 
not at the bus stop to meet the 
student, the child will be returned 

“to school. If someone other than 
the designated person is going to 
meet your child, please notify the

13, Large projects and large 
instruments - Students bringing 
large projects or large instru- 
ments to and from school that 
can not be properly secured by 
the student while on the bus, need 
to be transported both ways by 
their parents. 

14. Skateboards or “Heelys” are 
not permitted on the bus at any 
time. 

15, Parents are reminded not to 
crowd the bus stop with personal 
vehicles. This poses a danger by 
obstructing traffic and blocking 
drivers’ views. 

16, Park all cars legally - 25 feet 
back from the intersection. Do 
not park in the wrong direction. 

17. Do not pull any vehicle 
directly behind a bus and release 
your child to run alongside the 
bus. 


18. Do not block the area that 
the bus makes its designated bus 
stop. Do not block the driveways 
of the property owners at the 
stop.
